Dear Members of the Fort Wayne Common Council: 


I am very pleased to be sending you an agreement which could 
lead to a final settlement of the 38-year-old "east end 
annexation" dispute. New Haven Mayor Lynn Shaw and I hope that 
you are as excited as we are to play a role in resolving this 
long-standing community controversy. 


Enclosed are: 
1) Settlement agreement and adopting resolution. 


2) An ordinance to amend the legal description of the City of 
Fort Wayne's 1951 east end annexation ordinance to conform to 
the terms of the settlement agreement. 


3) An ordinance to amend the legal description of the City of 
Fort Wayne's 1974 east end annexation ordinance to conform to 
the terms of the settlement agreement. 


The settlement agreement defines the territories which both 
Fort Wayne and New Haven may now annex without opposition from 
the other city. These territories are within the boundary of 
the initial annexation proposals adopted by both cities in the 
past. 


In addition, the City of New Haven has agreed to the 
designation of a "hands off" area. This means that New Haven 
will not object to any attempts by the City of Fort Wayne, 
within the next five years, to annex this area, nor will New 
Haven attempt to annex this "hands off" area within the next 
five years. 


Similarly, Fort Wayne has agreed to the definition of a second 
"hands off" area, giving New Haven the first opportunity to 
annex there.

The agreement also includes a provision calling for both Fort 
Wayne and New Haven to cooperate in an orderly transition of 
fire protection to the annexation areas.

This agreement was reached in a great spirit of cooperation. 
Since 1951, Fort Wayne and New Haven have been fighting each 
other over the right to annex the land which separates us.

Come now the City of New Haven, Indiana, by its attorneys of 
record, Fruechtenicht Law Office by A.W. Fruechtenicht, the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, by its City Attorney, Timothy McCaulay, 
and stipulate for settlement purposes herein and request the court 
to order as follows: 
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1. The 1951 annexation by the then Town now City of New Haven, 
Indiana, is hereby declared and ordered to be effective as of the 
date hereof as to that territory included in said ordinance which 
is north of the North line of Section 16 in Adams Township and east 
of the East boundary of Meyer Road and Meyer Road extended north 
to the north line of the territory annexed by said ordinance (See 
attached map and legal description).
